Street punk might not be 
what it used to be here in Old 
Blighty, but the legacy of Sham, 
Cock Sparrer and The 4 Skins is 
alive and well in other parts of the 
world.

About a thousand 
skinheads walk the back streets of 
the Basque Country, and most of

politics - a tradition amongst a 
people who for years opposed 
Franco’s regime. 

The band started out four years 
ago, but have only taken things 
seriously for the last year or two, 
playing gigs and flogging a 
blinding demo which has clocked 
up sales of around 1,000 in Spain 
and abroad. 

Gigs for skinhead bands don’t 
fall off trees in any part of the 
world, and Zakarrak have only 
ever played outside of their 
Basque homeland once, for a gig 
in the Catalunya region of sunny 
Spain.
